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WATER  WORKS  REPORT 

The  Water  Commissioners  have  had  two  test  wells 
drilled  on  the  land  in  back  of  hills  at  Levey  Park.  The 
first  of  these  had  fine  sand  in  the  bottom  which  was 
apt  to  retard  the  flow  of  water  for  a  new  well.  The 
second  well  was  drilled  a  little  nearer  the  river  and  a 
very  sharp  gravel  was  found  all  the  way  to  the  ledge 
which  was  found  to  be  thirty-nine  feet  below  the  sur- 
face. This  eight-inch  well  has  been  tested  to  produce 
more  than  fifty  gallons  of  water  per  minute  which  in- 
dicates a  good  supply  of  water  available. 

To  develop  this  site  as  a  new  water  well  for  the 
Water  Department  requires  the  building  of  a  road 
starting  between  the  Rest-A-While  Park  and  the  brook 
on  the  north  side  of  the  park.  This  would  provide  a 
nearly  level  access  to  this  area  for  the  laying  of  mains 
and  for  moving  equipment  for  the  work  on  well  and 
well  house.  After  completion  of  this  work  this  road 
opens  up  this  whole  level  area  near  the  water  for  public 
use.  This  is  the  section  the  Boy  Scouts  have  spent  time 
clearing  for  picnics  and  also  a  lot  of  work  was  done 
here  by  the  Lions  Club  a  few  years  ago.  This  is  an 
excellent  area  for  picnicking  and  is  available  from  the 
water  if  developed. 

The  development  of  this  road,  well  and  necessary 
mains  to  conduct  this  water  to  the  reservoir  has  been 
presented  to  your  Budget  Committee  and  should  be 
discussed  at  Town  Meeting. 

The  repairs  to  the  reservoir,  consisting  of  relining 
the  tank  with  sprayed-on  concrete  called  "Gunite"  and 
installing  a  roof  to  cover  the  reservoir,  have  been  com- 
pleted. This  is  a  big  improvement  in  the  protection  of 
our  public  water  supply. 

The  system  generally  seems  to  be  in  good  repair, 
with  little  trouble  through  this  severe  winter  weather.

I  respectfully  submit  my  fourth  report  as  your  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools. 

STAFF 

"The  teacher,  whether  mother,  priest,  or  school- 
master, is  the  real  maker  of  history."  H.  G.  Wells 

The  quality  of  instruction  within  a  school  depends 
more  on  the  competency  of  the  staff  than  on  any  other 
single  factor.  Teaching  requires  proficient  individual 
performance,  but  it  also  depends  on  leadership  and 
"team  effort."  The  "team  effort"  is  strengthened  when 
proficient  teachers  continue  to  work  together  from  one 
year  to  the  next  under  effective  leadership.  Although 
we  have  increased  salaries  from  year  to  year,  we  con- 
tinue to  be  in  competition  with  larger  schools  and  there 
is  a  very  real  scarcity  of  competent  teachers  in  certain 
subject  matter  areas. 

Mr.  Roland  Miller,  instructor  of  commercial  subjects, 
left  to  accept  a  position  in  Massachusetts  and  was  re- 
placed by  Miss  Corrine  Crowe,  a  resident  of  Lebanon, 
New  Hampshire,  and  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers' 
College. 

Mrs.  Dieudonne  Daubney  left  to  accompany  her  hus- 
band who  resigned  from  Pittsfield  High  School  Faculty 
to  accept  a  position  in  New  York.  Mrs.  Thomas  Thurs- 
ton who  had  been  successfully  teaching  in  Goffstown 
replaced  Mrs.  Daubney.  Mrs.  Wayne  Shipman  chose 
not  to  continue  full-time  teaching  and  was  replaced 
by  Mrs.  Avon  Milliner,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Maine  and  a  resident  of  Wolfeboro. 
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Miss  Patricia  Cromwell  resigned  to  accept  a  position 
in  a  larger  school  system  in  this  state  and  was  replaced 
by  Mr.  Sheldon  Stick,  a  graduate  of  Northeastern 
University. 

Changes  in  teacher  assignments  were  made  with  high 
school  teachers  also  giving  instruction  in  grades  seven 
and  eight.  Mrs.  Matthew  Flaherty  resigned  and  Mr.

The  1960-1931  school  year  marks  the  institution  of 
a  special  class  at  the  South  Wolfeboro  School.  This 
school  was  closed  for  public  instruction  in  1947  and  has 
been  leased  to  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  as  a  Post 
Home  since  1948.  Arrangements  were  made  with  the 
officers  of  Memorial  Post  No.  8836  whereby  the  build- 
ing could  be  used  for  school  purposes,  and  seventeen 
pupils  were  enrolled  on  September  7,  1960. 

The  assignment  of  pupils  to  this  special  class  fol- 
lowed the  administration  of  special  tests,  intensive 
study  of  each  pupil's  educational  record,  teacher  con- 
sultations, and  parent  conferences.  The  pupils  selected 
are  being  provided  instruction  according  to  their  ability 
and  level  of  achievement.  This  type  of  instruction  could 
not  be  provided  in  regular  classrooms  without  taking  a 
disproportionate  amount  of  time  from  the  regular 
course  of  study. 

Mrs.  Alma  Gray  teaches  this  class  of  exceptional 
pupils.  She  has  a  rich  background  of  training  and  ex- 
perience in  special  education.  The  pupils  are  residents 
of  six  different  communities,  namely:  Alton,  Bamstead, 
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New  Durham,  Moultonboro,  Tuf  tonboro,  and  Wolf  eboro. 
Pupils  from  towns  other  than  Wolfeboro  attend  on  a 
tuition  basis  with  each  school  district  paying  its  pro- 
portionate share  of  the  costs  except  transportation. 
The  cost  of  transportation  is  met  by  the  parents  of  the 
children  and  by  money  raised  in  behalf  of  these  young- 
sters in  the  several  towns.  In  Bamstead  the  Earl  B. 
Clark  Post  No,  42,  American  Legion,  raised  a  substan- 
tial sum  as  did  the  American  Legion  Auxiliary  in  Alton. 

The  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  was  provided  by  the 
Huntley  N,  Spaulding  Charitable  Trust  to  institute  this 
special  class.  This  sum  of  money  was  needed  to  initially 
negotiate  transportation  contracts  and  to  provide  the 
necessary  equipment  and  supplies. 

One  classroom  at  South  Wolfeboro  has  been  redec- 
orated, the  ceiling  repaired  and  painted,  one  side  of  the 
roof  shingled,  toilet  facilities  improved,  and  much  car- 
pentry work  has  been  completed.  Although  the  outside 
of  the  building  needs  painting  and  there  are  improve- 
ments to  be  made  from  year  to  year,  we  do  have  a  safe, 
warm,  and  attractive  classroom  which  is  being  utilized 
to  good  advantage, 

A  CONCERN  FOR  QUALITY  EDUCATION 

"The  Good  Education  of  youth  has  been  es- 
teemed by  wise  men  in  all  ages  as  the  surest  foun- 
dation of  the  happiness  both  of  private  families 
and  of  commonwealths."  Benjamin  Franklin 

Dr.  James  B.  Conant's  booklet,  "Education  in  the 
Junior  High  School  Years"  has  received  nationwide  at- 
tention as  did  his  first  report,  "The  American  High 
School  Today." 

I  have  studied  Dr.  Conant's  report.  Of  course,  we  do 
not  compare  in  size  with  what  he  considers  desirable, 
but  we  have  many  of  the  specifics  to  a  point  of  detail. 
For  example,  we  include  in  the  instructional  program 
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the  academic  subjects — English,  Social  Studies,  Mathe- 
matics, and  Science.  The  time  allocated  to  each  of  these 
subjects  conforms  to  the  specifics  recommended  by  Dr. 
Conant. 

We  are  using  telecast  to  provide  Conversational 
French  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades.  This  is  admit- 
tedly on  an  experimental  basis,  but  reports  indicate  the 
children  are  making  considerable  progress.  We  are  pro- 
viding instruction  in  French  to  seventh  and  eighth 
grades.  We  do  continue  instruction  in  the  basic  skills 
with  special  emphasis  on  Reading  and  Arithmetic 
through  grade  eight,  and  such  is  strongly  recom- 
mended by  the  report.  Larger  schools  have  a  greater 
diversification  of  activities  than  we  have,  but  we  have 
enough  considering  our  enrollment.  In  fact,  too  many 
activities  in  a  small  school  can  lessen  the  effectiveness 
of  the  academic  program. 

We  have  Departmentalization  in  grades  seven  and 
eight.  We  hope  next  year  to  have  one  teacher  assigned 
to  social  studies  and  language  arts,  which  is  what  Dr. 
Conant  means  by  "Block-time."  In  this  way,  a  teacher's 
special  strengths  may  be  utilized  and  she  can  correlate 
the  work  to  the  benefit  of  pupils.  Also,  the  teacher  can 
know  her  pupils  better,  vv^hich  is  an  important  aspect 
of  the  learning  situation.  The  remaining  subjects, 
namely :  Mathematics,  Science,  Music,  Home  Economics 
for  girls.  Industrial  Arts  for  boys,  and  Physical  Educa- 
tion are  departmentalized.  Dr.  Conant's  recommenda- 
tions in  this  regard  are  provided  below: 

"Block-time  and  Departmentalization:  Provi- 
sions should  be  made  to  assure  a  smooth  transi- 
tion for  the  young  adolescent  from  the  elementary 
school  to  the  secondary  school.  The  following  sub- 
jects should  be  required  of  all  pupils  in  grades 
seven  and  eight:  English  (including  heavy  empha- 
sis on  Reading  Skills  and  Composition),  Social 
Studies  (including  emphasis  on  History  and  Geog- 
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raphy),  Mathematics  and  Science. 

"In  addition,  all  pupils  should  receive  instruction 
in  Art,  Music,  and  Physical  Education.  All  girls 
should  receive  instruction  in  Home  Economics  and 
all  boys  instruction  in  Industrial  Arts." 
The  instances  where  Alton  doesn't  measure  up  to 
Conant's  report  are  ones  where  a  large  student  body  is 
required.  For  example,  we  do  not  have  a  full-time  guid- 
ance person,  however,  v/e  do  systematically  attend  to 
guidance  in  accordance  with  "Girclance  Pra'3tices" — a 
booklet  which  has  been  developed  by  administrators  of 
all  six  school  districts  within  Supervisory  Union  No.  49. 
In  summary,  we  are  small  in  terms  of  enrollment,  but 
we  are  trying  to  overcome  this  handicap.  We  are  com- 
plying with  many  of  Dr.  Conant's  recommendations. 
In  time,  some  form  of  consolidation  may  take  place. 
Until  then,  we  must  continue  to  strengthen  present 
practices  so  that  the  best  possible  educational  oppor- 
tunity is  available  to  the  youth  of  Alton. 

THE  SCHOOL  WITHIN  THE  COMMUNITY 

''What  the  Best  and  Wisest  parent  wants  for  his  own 
child,     that  must  the  community  want  for  all  its 
children."  John  Dewey 

Much  has  been  written  concerning  School-Community 
relationship,  and  it  is  indeed  of  importance.  I  think  it 
is  logical  to  consider  the  School-Community  relation- 
ship as  much  the  same  as  the  Parent-Teacher  relation- 
ship. For  example,  a  pupil  benefits  when  his  parents 
and  his  teacher  show  respect  and  confidence  one  for  the 
other. 

Education  in  general  is  improved  when  a  community 
values  the  education  of  youth  and  school  people  demon- 
strate their  concern  for  the  welfare  of  the  total  com- 
munity. I  think  we  have  a  good  working  relationship, 
and  I  hope  we  can  maintain  and  improve  this  relation- 
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ship  as  we  work  cooperatively  together  to  provide  a 
quality  education  for  the  youth  of  Alton. 

In  school  business,  as  in  all  endeavors,  there  is  room 
for  improvement.  I  welcome  suggestions  and  pledge  my 
best  efforts  to  serve  the  Alton  School  District  effec- 
tively as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  sincerely  appreciate  the  cooperation  extended  me 
by  the  School  Board,  Principal  Flaherty,  Teachers,  Cus- 
todian, Bus  Drivers  and  Citizens  of  Alton.

A.    REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

We  have  completed  our  fourth  year  of  testing,  using 
a  program  that  can  compare  the  growth  of  each  pupil, 
class  and  total  school  population,  grades  3  through  8, 
from  year  to  year.  The  norms  used  are  national  age 
norms  and  the  tests  are  the  Iowa  Basic  Skills  Tests. 
Our  total  school  percentile  for  the  last  four  years  is  as 
follows : 

1958  1959  1960  1961 

56%  54%  59%  65.1% 

Note  : — The  national  average  for  a  school  percentile 
would  be  50.  Because  the  tests  are  diagnostic,  our 
weaknesses  can  be  discovered  and  then  corrective  meas- 
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ures  taken.  We  have  been  pursuing  our  weak  areas 
and  are  proud  of  our  progress.

Our  curriculum  has  changed  with  the  demands  of 
the  times.  This  year  we  have  added  French  offerings  in 
grades  5,  7  and  8;  total  French  offerings  this  year  in- 
clude grades  4,  5,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11  and  12.  Next  year  we 
plan  to  add  French  in  grade  6  so  as  to  complete  an 
eight-year  continuous  program. 

Other  additions  to  our  program  include  Social  Liv- 
ing— a  Sociology  course  for  Seniors ;  General  Business 
— a  course  in  business  arithmetic;  Shop  Math  for  the 
industrial  arts  program;  Arts  and  Crafts  for  grades 
7-12  pupils  and  a  Band  for  beginners,  grades  4,  5  and  6, 
Our  Physics  program  was  greatly  strengthened  by  Dr. 
White's  Physics  Films  which  we  have  been  using  daily 
throughout  the  school  year. 

The  Principal  was  put  on  a  twelve  months'  basis  dur- 
ing the  summer  of  1960  and,  as  a  result,  school  opening 
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was  smoother. 

Mrs.  Ann  Pearson  resigned  as  Hot  Lunch  Super- 
visor. Mrs.  Kenneth  D.  Chase  assumed  the  responsibili- 
ties. School  lunch  servings  to  pupils  so  far  this  year 
have  averaged  over  150  daily  —  about  one-half  the 
pupils  eat  daily  hot  lunches.
